Imagine yourself a widow or 
a child of one of these miners imprisoned as a 
result of negligence and indifference, in a nlace 
worse than hell Itself. 

"When public disasters of this kind occur the 
public, of course, well meaning, takes up the 
matter and comments solicitously upon tbe af- 
fair; the press plays it up as long as it last* 
to be a news feature, and volunteers able and 
Instructive editorials upon the subject.

In one 
day we received !H clippings (editorial) In which tbe spirit was in de- 
cided contrast to the sympathetic and Indignant wave which swept 
over the world at the news of the Judicial murder of Spain's great 
educator. Kach editorial attacked bis work, his morals, his Ideas In 
the name language, clearly Indicating that those who control 'the 
molders of public sentiment had decided that so much sympathy for 
even a foreign revolutionist was a menace to the home rule of gun 
and club. 

Again, our clippings are now almost wholly composed of con- 
demnations of the Idea of the general strike and laudation of the 
"right" of the supreme court to regulate and take a-ay the privilege 
of free speech and press. 

Tbe workers must awake to the fact that the capitalists are class- 
conscious, that they (the capitalists) recognize the Importance of edu- 
cation, and. completely dominating ar they do the press, the pulpit 
the schools and every means of publicity arc scientifically, logically 
bending every effort to educate the great mass of the workers to con- 
tentment with a slave condition, to »he Jingoism of national patriotism 
and of unquestioned obedience to the word of authority and "law " 
which has ever been in the Interest of the master.

Hungry and well-fed; naked aud 
well-clothed; destitute and well-housed; these 
have been ihe black and white — Urn light and 
darkness of social life since man first existed. 
The story told by the fossil relics of earth's 
first ages, and such Is the atory told tod; k y by 
the associated press. Woe to: the conquered 
Was the Roman battle cry of! pillage. And 
such tod ty Is the ethics of modem civilization. 

Hut If. then, this lact is mo plain; if there 
can be no peace to long at hunger and want 
arc found among millions of working people 
! and the few, who make up the employing data, 
j have ail the good thinga of life, Why do not the 
; workers proceed forthwith to seize the enrth 
why are they content to 
allow the few to be happy, While they, the 
many, are miserable. Hecause ; the minds of 
the workers are enslaved as well as their bod- 
ies. Because the same power 'which robs is 
the power which corrupts and deadens. The 
earliest hiavery and the first jslave meters 
soon round that to break a slave** spirit was 
more profitable than to break his neck, and 
those persons who were most 1 successful in 
deceiving and cowing the slaves were the most 
useful to the masters. Specialization began. 
The slave guard soon made bis appearance. 
Utile better in condition than Ihe slave him- 
self, it wn * the duty of the slave-guard to watch 
the slave, to drive him to his task, and to work 
for the "Interest of the master.'! He ruled by 
bodily strength and fear. Hut soon this was 
Improved upon. The priest made his appear- 
ance. It was evident that to shackfe the mind 
of the slave was a better thing for the master 
than to shackle the slave's llmba. The fear of 
the unknown and the dread of the future were 
the chains out of which have been forged the 
altar gods of humanity. Then. loo. the belief 
In a future life was used to teach the slave 
lhat. although miserable In th> world, h* 
would, if obedient, be happy ln| the world to 
come. The miseries of alnve life could not be 
denied. The happiness of the . master could 
uot be hidden. Some Imaginary, compensation 
was needed to prevent the spirit of rebellion 
breaking forth in deed. So that from the daye 
of early slavery down to the slavery of Wash- 
ington and Jefferson, tbe priests have preached 
the "law of compensation" in the 1 , future world, 
and the flavea havo gone hungry land happy to 
bed while the masters lifted up themselves and 
lived deliclottsly. Religion taught the slave 
that he had Interests In common with the maa- 
tcr in the life beyond the grave -f- about which 
no one kuows anything, either master or Rlave. 
Different Forma of the Old Oeluaion. 
The blstorv of all tbe lies and fables which | 
have been invented to blind the workers to the { 
fact that thev have no interests in common' 
with their matter*, would be a book containing 
the historv of the world and nil Um wars. It 
would be a work on mythology and uecessnrlly 
be comprehensive enough to cover all human 
experience of struggle. The modern bearing 
of the falKe leaching that obscures the fact that 
the working class and the employing class have 
nothing In common gives tbe members of the 
I. W. W. all and more than he can. with one 
man's power, accomplish. Now. what are the 
delusions that prevent the nnlty of the working 
people today? Tbey are all the same in effect. 
Thev all teach that the workers have interests 
In comraou with their employer*. We still 
have the church and priest. We atlll have the 
slave-guard — the modern employers' govern- 
ment .and we have the politician. The politi- 
cian la supplied with the Bophlftry of the priest 
and makes uae of the brute force of the state 
ro en-lavo the workers. Many and various are 
the forms of deception which blind the workers 
to their true Interest, but all. all. have for the r 
purpose tho blurring of the fact [hat the work- 
era have nothing In common with tbelr maa-

THE UNEMPLOYED ORGANIZATION IN 
FRISCO. 

Last January was a so-called unemployed 
league organized for tho purpose of helping the 
men out of work. But like all charity institu- 
tions, it la today a private business proposition 
of a few leaders. The flrut fow months it secnv 
ed to work in the Interest of the unemployed, 
but now they have a cash check system on the 
market, which brings in '$1,000 every month, 
anyhow; but there is nothing done for the men 
outside of a bunk with u straw sack for which 
they have to pay five cents, without blankets. 
A meal la flvo cents also. They sell their 
checks 5 per cent to merchants; tho people 
collecting checks are supposed to get 2% per 
cent, but I don't believe many take the trouble 
to collect the 2Vj per cent, which menus fully 5 
per cent for the organization. They Issue a 
paper, also, which brings money in. The last 
edition of their paper advertised 115 merchants 
keeping the checks. Now. It one of these mer- 
chants sells $200 worth of checks per month, 
lb "charttablo" sucker*, that makes over $1,000. 
All merchants have their stores In the business 
center, where they sell more than that much of 
goods. The editor and manager of this outfit 
Is n well-known "socialist" and, like all fakers, 
red-hot for the working class! Of course! I 
don't want to say |»eople shouldn't buy papers 
from men selling them, for three-fourths of It 
belongs to the men. but the check system does 
not work In the interest of tho unemployed. 
There was In the "Examiner" of October 1st 
the following "want ad": "Six experienced dis- 
tributors. 212 I/onvenworth St., at 7 a. m.;" 212 
I*eavenworth street is the headquarters of the 
unemployed league. If this Is not to give u 
willing hand to the employers to exploit tho 
worklug men, 1 would like to know what ex- 
ploitation Is. Just think, what experience a 
mm needs to distribute something! I have 
seen many foolish ads, but 1 never saw one 
wanting experienced distributors.
